REVOLUTION IN COKEMAKING., 
In Mines and Minerals for November 

Mr. John Fulton, the eminent authority 
on coke, gives a technical description of 
the Mitchell patent coke oven and Mitchell 
patent mechanical appliances for leveling 
coal and sprinkling, drawing and loading 


he 


coke, the first general description of t 
oven and appliances having been printed 
in the MANUFACTURERS’ REcorRD several 
weeks since, in connection with announce- 
ment of the formation of the Mitchell 
Coke €o, to operate in the newly-opened 
Elkhorn coking coal fields of Eastern Ken 
tucky, and readers of the MANUFACTUR- 
ERS’ RecorpD will doubtless be interested 
in looking up Mr. Fulton’s very important 
article on these revolutionary processes in 
the making of coke. 

Mr. Fulton traces the various attempts 
that have been made to improve on the old 
beehive type of oven and to replace with 
machinery the customary man-killing hand 
Not till Mr. 
Thomas J. Mitchell, manager for 30 years 
of the W. J. Rainey Connellsville coking 


labor in the drawing of coke. 


interests, perfected his longitudinal oven, 
with doors opening on each end, and made 
an application of electrically-driven ma- 
chinery to the various steps in cokemaking 
and delivery, was the problem solved. 
With the Mitchell improvements a charge 
of five and one-half tons of coke may be 
drawn and loaded on the car for shipment 
in one and a half minutes. Several hun- 
dred of the Mitchell ovens are now in 
operation in the Connellsville field, and in 
actual practice the ovens are drawn and 
recharged in from three to six minutes per 
oven. One man or boy can operate the 
ram or drawing machine, which pushes 
the entire oven charge on to the conveyor, 
where it is broken sufficiently for commer- 
cial use and dropped into the railroad car, 
and the one operator can easily draw and 
load 100 ovens a day. With the ordinary 
beehive oven it takes two and one-half to 
four hours for a man to draw one oven, 
while another is required to shovel the 
coke into the car, so that four ovens a 
day is the maximum amount two men can 
handle. 

The full significance of this revolution 
in cokemaking has not yet been fully ap- 
preciated, even by cokemakers themselves.

Engineers’ Opportunities in Southern Appalachians, 


By Ricuarp H. EpMonps 


| 


In all the world there is probably no other region possessed of so many advantages 
as those of the magnificent Appalachian territory stretching from Wheeling, W. Va.. 
to Birmingham, Ala., and averaging about 200 miles in width. It is a country of almos* 
infinite variety of scenery, of climate and of natural resources ; it is a country of wealth 
burdened mountains and of fertile valleys. It is Nature's great American sanitarium : 


Nature’s playground for the weary 


n body and mind. It is the best site in all the 
world for the world’s busiest workshop. There is probably no other area of its size on 
earth capable of furnishing so broad a foundation for the support of a dense population 
under the most advantageous conditions of health and comfort, and for the creation of 
wealth by the utilization of Nature’s abundant gifts, as this Appalachian region of the 
South. On one side of this mountain range is the great grain and cattle-growing region 
of the West, with all its marvelous activities in the production of foodstuffs, as well as 
in manufacturing interests. On the other side is the cotton and the fruit and the vege 
table region of the South. The one admirably supplements the other. The natural 
meeting-place for the products of these regions, to the profit of all, is in the Appa 
lachian belt. With an invigorating climate, with peculiar advantages for the produc 
tion of the highest class of manufactures of cotton, and metals and lumber, this region 
is well worthy of the praise given to it 20 years ago by Wm. D. Kelley of Pennsylvania, 
who was known as “Pig-Iron” Kelley, when he said: 


“It is the most beautiful land upon which my eyes have ever rested. * * *~ It 


is richer in natural wealth and in advantages for the development of that wealth. 1 
has a finer climate, better water and higher conditions of health than any region of 
which I have any knowledge, and it is withal one of the most beautiful regions of the 
world.” 

Referring to that section of the South of which the Appalachian region is the center, 


he said: 


“It contains a wealth great enough for a continent; a wealth so vast, so varied in 
its elements and character, so advantageously placed for development, that these States 
alone can sustain a population far greater than the population of the United States 
today.” 

In the midst of the lower end of the beautiful Shenandoah Valley of Virginia 
stretches for 40 miles an isolated fragment of the Appalachian range known as the 
Massanutten Mountain. Its northern end is named Powell's Fort, so called becauss 


of its natural advantage as a fastness. It was a refuge for the settlers in the valley

Washington was a pioneer Appalachian engineer. His appreciation of the possibilities 
of the Massanutten was a reflection of engineering instincts taking the military form 
He knew what difficulties of Nature would have to be overcome in a successful assault 


upon the place 


Times have changed. It is hoped that never again may it be necessary to consider 
the highlands of the South from the standpoint of offense or defense by brother armed 
against brother. Such a situation could only postpone the conclusion of a campaign 
for the winning of vast stores of natural wealth necessary to the well-rounded, healthy 
growth of this country. In that campaign the leaders are the engineers, no longer add 
ing artificial obstacles to Nature's difficulties of bluff and gorge, but utilizing the beat 
kind of brain power in overcoming impediments that the forces of Nature have created 
as guards through the centuries of the wealth that now is to be enjoyed by the Ameri 
can people. 

What are the contents of this natural savings bank which our Appalachian engineers 
are to open? 

By the way, this work of engineers must not be taken as resembling in any way th 
feat of a couple of enterprising, not to say humorous, individuals in one of the great 
cities of the country some years ago. They were strangers in the city, where they rented 
and furnished a room in a building adjoining one of the national banks. One of the 
principal furnishings was a large map of the United States, almost covering the wall 
between the room and the bank next door. The real estate agent from whom they rented 
was told by the newcomers, in reply to an inquiry, that they proposed to engage in the 
grain business. “Dossibly,” they added, “we shall also open a bank.” Most of the work 
of the strangers in their office was done by night, and its progress was concealed during 
the day by the large wall map. Bright and early one morning they failed to appear 
in their office, but coincidently it was discovered that they had opened a bank sure 
enough— the bank next door to them-—and had gotten away with quite a lot of metai 
wealth. 

It is an entirely different proposition with the Appalachian engineers. They are 
unlocking by means of the proper keys rightfully in their possession vault after yault 
in a bank, one of the greatest in the world, in which the principal has been untouched 
from generation to generation, with interest accumulating at compound rates since 
Nature in the beginning made of this section its bank of deposit for untold stores of 
wealth. 

What is the bank, and what does it hold? The bank is the Appalachian region 
stretching from North Central Alabama in a general northeasterly direction to the 
northern limits of the United States, with fragments in the Maritime Provinces of 
Canada, and even in Labrador. But I would bring to your consideration only the wealth 
deposited in the central bank, or that portion in the South where the greatest accumu 


lations lie and where the greatest engineering problems are to be solved. 


The Southern Appalachian region includes approximately 162,300 square miles, or 
a little more than one-half of the 345,332 square miles of the total area of Maryland, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky, North Carolina, Tennessee, South Carolina, Geor 


gia and Alabama. Those nine States embrace nearly 45 per cent. of the 806,947 square

It is difficult to express the magnitude of this stored-up wealth of coal, but some ligt 
may be thrown upon the situation by the statement that if the coal in the State of 
West Virginia might be capitalized at 10 cents a ton—a triflingly small figure to repre- 
sent the value of a ton of coal—the capitalized wealth of the coal of that State would 
be over $10,000,000,000. This would be about ten times the combined capital of all the 
national banks of the United States. In fact, if West Virginia could capitalize its coal 
at 10 cents a ton and find a market for the securities, it would be able to pay off the 
national debts of the United States, Great Britain and France; or it could buy, even 
at present prices of securities, one-half of all the railroads in the United States. 

West Virginia is marvelously rich in coal, but Kentucky is probably equally as rich. 
The coal and iron of Alabama combined ought in the future to be worth even more than 
the coal of West Virginia. 

Coal and iron, added to cotton manufacturing, have been the cause of England's 
wealth and power. Coal and iron have made Pennsylvania so rich that its manufac- 
turing capital is $300,000,000 more than that of the whole South. Coal and iron are 
leading factors in Germany’s industrial advance. Mr. Carnegie once said “Iron is 
King,” to which Mrs. Carnegie added, “And Coal is Queen.”

of iron ores. Great Britain is mining about 500,000,000 tons of coal a year, the South 
about 90,000,000 tons. Pennsylvania has 15,000 square miles of bituminous coal land, 
worth anywhere from $200 to $1500 or more an acre, and in the Connellsville coking 
region even $3000 an acre. West Virginia has 17,000 square miles, now selling at from 
$30 and $40 to $75 and $150 an acre, but worth intrinsically just as much per acre as 
Pennsylvania’s, and in the near future to stand somewhat on a parity with selling prices. 
In fact, $300 an acre has recently been offered and refused for a tract of 10,000 acres 
of West Virginia coal land. In the Kentucky Appalachian region are coals pronounced 
by the ablest experts equal in coking potentialities to the coking coals of the famous 
Connellsville region, and one of the great leaders in the Connellsville field is now turning 
lis attention to the development, for coking purposes, of the rich deposits of the Elk- 
horn fields in the southeastern part of the State. 

No one knows the actual extent of the iron-ore resources of this country. The latest 
Government estimate places the total iron-ore supply at 79,904,000,000 tons, of which 
nearly 5,000,000,000 are counted as workable under present methods of furnace prac- 
tice and at prevailing prices, and the remaining 74,000,000,000 tons are of lower grade, 
but likely to be available as the demand for iron results in advanced methods of mining 
and furnace practice and in higher values. A report of the United States Geological 
Survey for 1906 on the iron-ore supplies of the South placed the workable iron-ore 
reserves above the 1000-foot level at 1,900,000,000 tons of red ore in Alabama, 200,000, 
000 tons in Georgia, 600,000,000 tons in Tennessee and 50,000,000 tons in Virginia, 
and of brown ore 75,000,000 tons in Alabama, 125,000,000 tons in Georgia, 222,000,000 
tons in Tennessee and 300,000,000 tons in Virginia, or a total of 2,375,000,000 tons of 
red and brown ores. If to this total, estimated for the 1000-foot level, be added the 
100,000,000 tons of the gray ores of Alabama and the red and brown ores in the four 
States named occurring at deeper levels, together with the ores of Maryland, West Vir 
ginia and Kentucky, a fair estimate of the iron-ore resources of the Southern Appa- 
lachians would be from 8,000,000,000 to 10,000,000,000 tons. 

Abram S. Hewitt, who was one of the most far-seeing ironmasters that the world 
ever produced, and a man who backed up his visions by investments of capital, once 
said at a meeting of directors of a Southern coal and iron company at which I was 
present : 

“The Almighty made the coal and ore in the earth, and, though man is using it up 
with great rapidity, I cannot find that the Almighty is creating any new supplies.” 

At another time, about 10 years ago, he prophesied of the future of the iron and 
steel interests of the South in the following words: 

“That section, with its abundant stores of ore and coal and limestone in such close 
proximity as is found in Alabama, bids fair, within the next quarter of a century, to 
dominate the basic-steel industry of the world.” 

Less than two months ago President George G. Crawford of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron & Railroad Co. threw a strong light upon the pathway of the development of this 
prophecy in announcing plans for securing an ample water supply for Ensley, the mag- 
nitude of which gives some hint of the vastness of the plans that the United States Steel 


Corporation must have in mind for the development of its Alabama properties. This 
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involves the building of a storage reservoir to hold 2,500,000,000 gallons of water in a 
lake five miles long behind a dam 90 feet high and 490 feet from bank to bank, with 
pumping equipment with an initial capacity of 25,000,000 gallons a day. This was the 
most important announcement made in connection with the iron and steel development 
of the South since the Steel Corporation acquired the Tennessee Coal, Lron & Railroad 
Co. It meant that the one obstruction in the way of the development of the great Ens- 
ley plant is to be remeved and that the company is to be in shape to carry out the 
enlargement of the plant as rapidly as the consumptive requirements of the South and 
of the territory tributary to the Birmingham district justify it. Among other improve. 
ments to be made immediately by the company will be a by-product coke-oven plant 
with a capacity of about 5000 tons per day. ‘The entire coke production of Alabama 
last year was 2,362,666 tons. This new plant, with its intended output of 3000 tons 
a day, or over 1,000,000 tons a year, will be equal in capacity to over 40 per cent. of the 
whole State’s output in 1908,

capital and of discredit at home and abroad, exactly similar to what the iron and steel 
industry of Pennsylvania had to undergo half a century ago. We are now to see in thie 
South a development of iron and steel and all the kindred interests based on the utiliza 
tion of these products and the turning into the finer finished goods of pig-iron and stee] 
billets commensurate with the natural resources of the South and as rapidly as the 
consumptive requirements of this section will justify, 

The waning of supplies of timber in other parts of the country has increased the 
importance of the South in this particular. The original forest area of the United 


States is estimated at 856,690,000 acres, of which 361,030,000, or 42 per cent. of th 


total, were in the South. The present forest area is estimated at 544,250,000 acres, of

which 232,400,000, or about 48 per cent., are in the South. 
nearly half of the total cut of the country, and its Appalachian region is looked to as a 
main source of reliance for the future hardwood supply. 

So, too, these hardwoods on the slopes and plateaus of the Appalachian are regarded 
as essential to the maintenance of the flow, for industrial power and for commerce, of 
mighty streams flowing into the South Atlantic Ocean, the Gulf of Mexico or the Mis 
sissippi River and some of its main arteries. The estimated aggregate minimum horse 
power for the year in such of these strea’ms as the Potomac, James, Roanoke, Pee Dee, 
Santee, Savannah, Coosa, Chattahoochee, Monongahela, Great Kanawha and Tennessee 
rivers is 2,731,270, and the minimum horse-power in them for the six high-water mont!is 
1.920.573. This estimate does not deal fully with such streams as the Big Sandy, Cum- 
berland, Kentucky, Tallassee, Catawba, Shenandoah, Congaree, Etowah, Cheat, Hiawas 
see, Clinch and Chio; nor does it include potentialities of streams with less than 500 
horse-power. It is, in effect, merely suggestive of the power that will belong to the 
Appalachian South when all such water resources have been properly made availab! 
under a system that will provide for protection of the head springs of the streams and 
for the conservation, as far as possible, by means of storage reservoirs or otherwise, of 
the regularity of their flow. 

Only about 500,000 horse-power has yet been utilized in these streams, but the 
$40,000,000 or $50,000,000 already invested in hydro-electric developments in this 
region point the way to other and greater investments in such enterprises. 

Much, probably most, of the engineering energy now being expended in this region 
is directed to the opening of mineral fields and the building of railroad connections into 
them, together with the construction of pipe lines for-the marketing of oil and natural 
gas, the production of which in the Appalachian fields now centers in West Virginia. 
One of the greatest engineering feats of this century was the building at first hand of 
the. Virginian Railway, 446 miles from Sewell’s Point, on Hampton Roads, to Deep 
water, in the heart of the West Virginia coal fields. Another, not yet completed, is 
the building of the Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio Railroad, which will extend from the 
Ohio Valley through the coal and timber region of the Appalachian South and the t 
tile centers to the Atlantic seaboard. The earliest plan of a railroad from Hampton 
Roads through the Appalachian South looked primarily te giving an outlet from the 
center of grain production, then on the eastern side of the Upper Mississippi Valley, to

It is not for me to enter upon a discussion of the technica] details of the engineerins 
problems that must be solved in the working out of this great undertaking to the advan 


tage of nine great Commonwealths. I have merely sketched the possibilities. Let the 
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members of the Appalachian Engineering Association lead in seizing the opportunities. 


Slightly changing what I once said of West Virginia, I may say of this Appalachian 
region of the South: 

In creation’s dawn, when Nature counted up her stores of wealth intended for that 
portion of earth destined to be known as the Appalachian South, she found the quantity 
so vast that she could only pack it in the limited space assigned to this region by piling 
it mountain high. That it might have the cheapest of all possible means of transporta 
tion to reach the world’s markets, she cut these vast mountain ranges by great rivers, 
which forever assure to the coal and iron and timber and manufactured products of this 
section water transportation facilities possibly unequaled in many respects by any sim 
jlar rich mineral region on earth. And as though she intended to give to the inhabitants 
of this section the most favorable conditions for man’s highest development, she blessed 
it with bracing mountain air, free from rigors of the far North and the heat of the far 
South. In its valleys and on its hillsides she put a soil rich and yielding in abun 
dance almost every kind of grain and fruit needed for human sustenance. Unique in 
the vastness of its resources, the Appalachian South is alike unique in the unparalleled 
location which it enjoys, midway between the activities of the Atlantic and the Gulf 
seuboard on one side, and the center of the world’s iron and steel industry around Pitts 
burg and on the Lakes on the other side. Surrounded by the most stupendous activities 
of the industrial world, here is a bank of such limitless wealth stored by Nature for th 
benefit of mankind that the human mind can searcely comprehend its extent or grasp 
the figures which may be used to try to tell the story of its potentialities. We might, 
however, have all of these natural resources, these illimitable possibilities for the crea 
tion of wealth, and yet have so slow a development as to be of little value to the present 
generation. These vast stores have been here since the beginning of time, but it is only 
now that we are beginning to reap the fruit of their utilization. If you would measure 
the future and grasp what it holds in store for the Appalachian South you must study 
the subject in the light of the material advancement of the whole country; in fact, of 
the world. 

Within the last half-century, under the stimulus of the power of the steam engine 
and all that it typifies, the whole world has been revolutionized. Mighty as the changes 
have been, stupendous as are the figures which tell the story of the progress of that 
period, it is only within the last 10 or 15 years that the full realization of what these 
changes mean in world expansion of commerce and industry has been even partly com 
prehended. We read the figures, but the human mind scarcely grasps their magnitude, 
or what they forecast. The skeptic, or the pessimist, living only in the past, without the 
ability to comprehend the present or the imagination to measure the future, cannot 
realize the change that has come about. Thinking of this region, he says that the coal 
and the oil and the gas and the timber and the iron have always been here, and why, 
therefore, should the optimist be anticipating any marvelous change in the conditions of 
the present? For the enlightenment of the pessimist you will pardon me for burdening 
you with a few facts about the material advance of the country which bears so directly 
upon the development of the South. 

As late as 1880 the total wealth of the United States was $43,609,000,000 ; today it 
is about $130,000,000,000, The increase of our wealth in the last quarter of a century 
far exceeds the total of all that we had accomplished up to that period. In 1880 we had 
a population of 50,000,000; today we have nearly 90,000,000, increasing at the rate of 
about 18,000,000 to 20,000,000 in the next 10 years, and possibly 25,000,000,000 in the 
succeeding 10. By 1930, against the 50,000,000 people of 1880 and the 90,000,000 
people of today, we shall have probably 135,000,000. As business expansion is far mor 
rapid than increase in population, as improved machinery, the telephone and the tele- 
graph, the eiectric line and other modern methods are doubling and quadrupling the 
power of man, it is not unreasonable to say that the 135,000,000 people who will inhabit 
this country 20 years hence will in potentiality in business very nearly, if not quite, 
equal what double that number would have today.

This year it will be 
about $8,300,000,000, Then the value of the manufactured products of the country) 
was $9,300,000,000. This year it will probably exceed $20,000,000,000. The produ 
tion of pig-iron, which was 9,200,000 tons in 1890, is at the present moment running 
at the rate of about 31,000,000 tons a year, and during the coming year the total will 
probably exceed that figure. The manufacture of Portland cement, an infant industry 
in 1890, with an output of only 335,000 barrels, has now grown to a production of over 
50,000,000 barrels. 

The expansion in nearly every line of industry has been in keeping with this mar 
velous expansion in wealth, in agriculture, in iron, in coal and in cement. We are now 
entering upon a new period of activity such as this country has never seen. The advance 
in agriculture, in manufactures, in mining, in railroad traffic, will far exceed the 
achievement of that period of wonderful expansion which was temporarily halted by the 
panie of 1907. Fortunate, indeed, are the people who, whether by choice or by the acci 
dent of birth, are the dwellers in this favored region, with the opportunity of being 
factors in the utilization of its latent resources and of enjoying the blessings of its ever 


increasing prosperity.

The World’s Rice. 


The growth of rice production in the 
United States from an average of less than 
100,000,000 pounds per annum a few years 
ago to an average of 500,000,000 pounds 
per annum in recent years and over 600,- 
000,000 pounds in 1908, lends interest to a 
study just made by the Bureau of Statistics 
of the Department of Commerce and Labor 
of the markets offered for this particular 
commodity in the yarious sections of the 
world, and especially in countries commer 
cially adjacent to the United States. Rice 
production in the United States seldom 
reached 100,000,000 pounds per annum 
prior to 1885, and had but twice crossed 
the 200,000,000 line prior to 1900. Then 
came in 1901 a production of 388,000,000 
pounds ; in 1903,560,000,000 ; in 1904, 586,- 
000,000, and in 1908, 608,000,000 pounds. 
The rice production of the United States 
in the last decade has thus equaled that 
of the half-century immediately preceding. 
or, in other words, the quantity produced 
since the beginning of the year 1900 has 
been as great as that of the 50 years from 
1850 to 1900. The world’s market for 
rice, measuring this market merely by the 
imports of the principal countries of the 
world, amounts to from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 per annum.

PROTEST AGAINST MENDICANCY. 


A Southern Woman’s View of the 
Hookworm Benefaction. 
Editor Manufacturers’ Record: 

Your bugle of warning to the South not 
to sell its birthright of stalwart manhood 
to its brother, the North, for a mess of 
pottage, as did Esau, is timely and potent. 

The prerequisite to strong manhood is 
self-respect born of self-struggle, self-effori 
and self-support. A hut and an asheake of 
self-support are worth more toward build- 
ing up noble and true manhood in a na- 
tion than all the carpeted palaces of syco- 
phancy and bread of mendicancy in Chris- 
tendom. All history has proven this in its 
records of the world’s great men, who came 
forth from the humbler walks of life. Why? 
Because sturdy. manhood comes through 
struggles and mastering difficulties, the 
only ascent up the mountain peak to great- 
ness. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s motive may be kindly, 
but it is altogether misplaced, because it 
implies the insulting imputation that the 
South has neither brains, money nor hu- 
manity enough” to cope with “a worm” 
said to be menacing the health of its Com- 
monwealth. This, too, when the South 
took care of itself for four long years, with 
all the capital, brains and money of the 
North and West at the muzzle of cannon 
and the shot and fire of infantry pointed 
at it. It bayed and held them back, to the 
utter astonishment of the whole world. 
Then came the afterwards of maimed men, 
desolation of war upon its once flourishing 
fields, and poverty supplanting its great 
wealth. Its heroes hobbled on crutches to 
self-support, while its victors sat down in 
the Government lap to be rocked in the 
’ While stumbling and 
staggering under the load of her reverses 


lap of “pensions,” 


it was confronted with “black rule” and 
its ignorance and degradation. On top of 
fall this it has had to defray, out of its 
treasury, the public schools for the negro, 
this, too, at the expense of depriving its 
own white children of proper teachers and 
school terms. Special spasmodic gifts 
from personal donors have been given for 
higher education for the negro, but the 
negro owes all of his public schools to the 
South itself. The South has sustained it- 
self through all of these mighty difficul- 
ties, and it has risen to its present progress 
and prosperity without becoming a mendi- 
eant to Northern beneficiaryism, and at 
this era, when it has the brains and the 
means to cope with “a worm,” it is gro- 
tesque and insulting for Mr. Rockefeller 
to flaunt before the world a million dollars 
unasked, unwanted, his beneficence toward 
the South unsolicited. 

Mr. Rockefeller and the very magazines 
‘whieh take such gross pleasure in spying 





upen the Sonth and humiliating it .to. pub- 





lic pity themselves sit over volcanoes of 
wickedness, poverty and despair, locked 
up in the slums of their own city. Home: 
less men and women sleep in the parks, 
ready to beg and to rob. Darkest New 
York, a whole book full of facts furnished 
by a noted chief of police, says (to quote 
from memory): “Ten thousand children 
live like rats in the waste boxes and bar- 
rels of the streets, feeding upon the rotten 
fruits and scraps cast into the garbage 
barrels.” Aren’t these waifs of Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s own city a thousand times more in 
need of his million dollars than the few 
people in the South infected with hook- 
worm? <A merchant who buys his goods 
in New York told me that on one of his 
visits, as he stood on the pier watching 
the shipping, the police ran 35 of these 
waifs out from the pier sills and hiding 
places, 18 of them little girls, one only five 
years old. De Wolf's sketches of them in 
his lifetime made him famous and stirred 
many a heart to tears. 

The “white-slave traffic,” sending the 
soul to perdition, is of far deeper import 
to the nation’s welfare than the hookworm, 
and the daily announce New 
York’s market as equaling that of Paris.

To this cancer, eating its way into the 
moral status of the nation, is added the 
tragedy of such poverty that parents have 
their dead little ones stored in cold stor- 
age until they could earn money to inter 
them; if unearned, the curtain of silence 
falls over their fate. In the scales with 
this put the dog cemeteries and under- 
takers instituted by the rich, and dog cof- 
fins of plush and dog funerals costing from 
$50 to $500. It seems incredible! 

With these conditions in his own city 
it would seem that they would claim Mr. 
Rockefeller’s benefaction to assuage first, 
before reaching out to assume the South's 
obligations. 

But the greatest Teacher the world has 
ever had enjoined men: “Why beholdest 
the mote that is in thy brother’s eye and 
considerest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye.” The North, refusing to heed 
His measure of human nature, chooses to 
try to regulate the South’s affairs instead 
of mastering its own. The hunger and 
want in the slums of the Northern cities is 
looked away from by Northern philan- 
thropists to meddle in the South’s problems. 
The Last Day will reveal all things, and 
especially the “measure” of Divine Judg- 
ment upon deflecting one’s generosity away 
from the needs and sufferings at one’s own 
door to patronize and assume to regulate 
the needs at other people’s doors.

Gasoline vs. Alcohol. 


A gallon of denatured alcohol can be 
made to do the same amount of work in 
an engine as a gallon of gasoline; more- 
over, the alcohol does not produce smoke 
and is less liable to yield obnoxious odors, 
but the lower price of gasoline makes it 
the cheaper fuel. These conclusions, 
based on the results of 2000 comparative 
tests of the two substances as engine fuels, 
3ulletin 392 of the United 
States Geological Survey. R. M. Strong, 
the author of the bulletin, briefly describes 
the tests but discusses the more impor- 


are given in 


tant results at some length. The tests 
formed part of the investigation of fuels 
now being carried on by the survey. ‘To 
determine the relative efficiency and econ- 
omy of gasoline it was compared with (le- 
natured alcohol. In this comparison not 
only the heating values of the two fuels, 
but their adaptability to engine use and 
the effects of variations in fuel quality 
and in the principal operating conditions, 
such as load, fuel supply and time of igni- 
tion, were carefully studied. Tests were 
made with gasoline and alcohol in the 
same engine and repeated in other engines 
of approximately the same size (10 and 15 
horse-power) and the same piston speed, 
with different degrees of comparison, if- 
ferent methods of governing and different 
combustion. 

Mr. Strong states that almost any en- 
gine with a well-designed carburetor will 
run as well with alcohol as with gasoline, 
éxcept for a difference in ease of starting 
and in certainty of operation at low 
speeds. By using alcohol in an alcohol 
engine with a high degree of compression 
the fuel consumption rate in gallons per 
horse-power hour can be made practically 
the same size and speed. An alcohol en- 
gine with the maximum compression for 
aleohol will have 30 per cent, more avail- 
able horse-power than a gasoline engine 
of the same size, stroke and speed, and the 
weight per horse-power may be less. Tests 
with mixtures of gasoline and alcohol 
showed no gain in efficiency over gasoline 
er alcohol alone. Diluting gasoline with 
water did not aff@et fuel economy. With 
alcohol the case was different, but with 
dilutions up to 80 per cent. alcohol the 
effect was so slight that 80 per cent. alcohol 
is a cheaper fuel than 90 per cent. if it 
can be had for 15 per cent. less. 

In regard to general cleanliness, such 
as absence of smoke and disagreeable odor, 
Mr. Strong says that alcohol has many ad- 
vantages over gasoline or kerosene as a 
fuel. The exhaust from an alcohol engine 
is never clouded with black or grayish 
smoke, as is the exhaust of a gasoline or 
kerosene engine when the combustion of 
the fuel is incomplete, and it is seldom, if 
ever, clouded with bluish smoke when a 
cylinder oil of too low a fire test is used 
or an excessive amount supplied. ‘The 
odor of denatured alcohol and the exhaust 
gases from an alcohol engine are also not 
likely to be as obnoxious as the odor of 
gasoline and its products of combustion 

Denatured alcohol costs more than g:s0- 
line, and the quantity of denatured alcohol 
consumed by an alcohol engine as ordi- 
narily constructed and operated is in gen- 
eral relatively greater than the quantity 
of gasoline consumed by a gasoline engine 
of the same type. It seems reasonable to 
expect a greater general improvement it 
alcohol engines than in gasoline engines 

Where the restrictions placed on the use 
of denatured alcohol are less stringent than 
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those placed on the use of gasoline, or 
where safety and cleanliness are important 
requisites, the advantages to be gained by 
the use of alcohol engines in place of gaso- 
line engines may overbalance a consider- 
able increase in the fuel expense, especially 
if the cost of fuel is but a small portion 
of the total expense involved. Denatured

Gainesville Likely to Be the Home of 
Many Industries.

OVER MOUNTAIN AND PLAIN. 


A Railroad Which Will Develop Coal 
Fields and Other Mineral 
Territory. 











[Special Cor. Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Dalhart, Tex., November 15. 

At a joint meeting of the stockholders 
and officials of the Mountain, Valley & 
Plains Railroad Co. held recently at Hig- 
gins, Tex., it was unanimously decided 
that the company is now in shape to be 
gin actual construction on that road at 
Cimarron, N. M., the western terminus, 
and simultaneously at Guthrie, Okla., the 
eastern terminus. Work will be started 
at both places January 1 and will be 
pushed with rapidity. 

The work of preparation has been thor- 
ough, every detail having been worked out 
with systematic precision to the end that, 
when work once is begun, there will be 
no interruptions. The company has ex- 
pended to date in the neighborhood of 
$25,000 in 
veys, profiles, maps and the obtaining of 


preliminaries, including sur- 


right-of-way grants in New Mexico, Texas 
and Oklahoma, in the latter

cured with the exception of a few miles.

COAST LINE’S NEW WORK. 


Double-Tracking to Be Pushed—New 
Shops, Etec., to Be Erected. 

The Atlantic Coast Line proposes to 
make a number of improvements on its 
system as a result of the new issue of 
$200,000,000 of 4 per cent. bonds, to which 
reference was made. The 
double-tracking of the line, which has been 


heretofore 


taken up (some busy stretches of road al- 
ready having two tracks), will be con- 
tinued from time to time as business in- 
creases, the second track being provided at 
congested points until it is expected that 
within a comparatively short time about 
1500 miles of main line will be all double 
track. 

Of course, the major part of the new 
bond issue is to take care of the present 
outstanding indebtedness, but a good many 
millions will nevertheless be reserved for 
the double-tracking, the building of new 
terminals to accommodate growth of busi- 
ness, the erection of new shops and other 
betterments. 

To provide for the refunding and also 
the contemplated new work the stockhold- 
ers of the company have approved the big 
bond issue, besides another issue of $23,- 
562,500 of 4 per cent. bonds (the latter 
being debentures) to retire preferred stock 


and some other securities.
